scale. 
The men are expected to go 
back to work at once. 


They ask a 100 per cent increase “in 
order to plact» their wage scale upon 
a par with the miners of the bitumin­ 
ous field.” 


10,000 Out at Shenandoah. 


Mine workers at 13 collieries in the 
Shenandoah,

Nicholas, 
William 
Penn and Glrardvllle districts walked 
out, causing the operations to close. 


Between 9000 and 10.000 men are 
affected. 
It is estimated the produc­ 
tion of anthracite will he cut at least 
thirty thousand tons daily.

U. S. REJECTS BOGUS 


PEACE PROPOSAL 


Won’t Entertain Plea Until Wil­ 
son’s Terms Are Accepte! 


The United States government will 
definitely and emphatically reject the 
proposal of the Austro-Hungarian gov* 
eminent for a peace discussion. 


This was announced by Secretary 
Lansing with the authority of Presi­ 
dent Wilson, after he had road the 
oflloial text of the proposal. 


Mr. Lansing made this statement: 
“1 am authorized by the president, 
to state that the following will bo tbe 
reply of this government to the Alls- 
tro-llungarian note proposing an un- 
otllciai« conference of belligerents: 
“The government 
of 
the 
United 
States feels that there is only one re­ 
ply which it can make to .the sugges­ 
tion of the imperial Austro-Hungariau 
government. 
Jt has repeatedly and 
with entire candor stated the terms 
upon which the United States would 
consider peace and can and will enter­ 
tain no proposal 
for 
a 
conference 
upon a matter concerning which It 
has made Its position and purpose so 
plain.’* 


A U S T R I A B E G S F O R P E A C E 


Rcuqests Sent Conference to Discusa 


the Termi. 


The Austro-Hungarian government 
has Invited all belligerents to enter 
Into mm-bindlng discussions at some 
neutral meeting place, with a view to 
bring about peace. 


The holy see and all neutral nations 
also will be notified. 


An oflloial statement from Vienna 
making tho above announcement has 
been received in Amsterdam. 


In extending the invitation tho Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian government states that 
the object of the conference would be 
to 
procure 
an 
exchange of view’s 
which would 
show 
"whether those 
prerequisites exist which would make 
the speedy laauguaratlon of peace ne­ 
gotiations appear promising. 


The 
Austrian 
proposal 
suggests 
that there ho no interruption of thQ 
w?ar and that the "discussions wouldf 
go only so far as considered by tho 
participants to offer prospects of suc­ 
cess." 


Tho proposal calls for all the belli­ 
gerents to send delegates for a "con­ 
fidential and unbinding discussion on 
tho basic principles for the conclusion 
of peace, In a place in a neutral eoun«* 
try and at a near date that wonkl yet 
have to bo agreed upon."

The proposal says tho conference 
would be one of "delegates who would 
be charged to make known to one an­ 
other the conception of their govern-» 
ments regarding those principles and 
to receive analogous communications, 
as w'cll as to request and give frank 
and candid explanations on all those 
points which need to be precisely de*’ 
fined." 


The government announces th a t a 
note embodying Its suggestions had 
boon addressed to the various belli­ 
gerent powers and that the holy noe 
had boon appraised of the proposal In 
a special note.

Struck by the rapidly moving w’est- 
bound passenger train, on the W. M. llll 
at the crossing ea9t of Gettysburg on 
Thursday morning, John Noel, of Stone 
Jug, had a remarkable escape from seri­ 
ous injury or death. Ilis horse was killed, 
bis'buggy smashed to kiodling and he was 
picked up by the pilot of the locomotive 
and carried for 700 feet.

Washington,'—A graphic eyewitness 
account of the lighting near Chateau- 
Thierry, in which American divisions, 
including the marine brigade, took 
part, early in Juno, was made public 
recently by the navy department. 
It 
Is in the form of a long letter from an 
officer of the marines to Major Gen­ 
eral 
Barnett, 
commandant 
of 
the 
corps, and the story told is of peculiar 
significance, as in the opinion of many 
oflicors here it was the stand of the 
Americans along this line which saved 
Paris. 


The name of^JLva writer is not dis­ 
closed. The Americans were rushed to 
the line in motortrucks to support the 
hard-pressed French. 
On June 1 the 
marine brigade deployed in a support 
position, the battalion commanded by 
MaJ, Thomas llolcomb hurrying into 
the line as the men climbed out of the 
trucks. The Germans were coming on, 
and June 2 the French dropped back, 
passing through the American lines. 


“We had installed ourselves in a 
hotjse in La Voie Chalel, a little vil­ 
lage between Champillon and Luoy-lo- 
Bocage,” tin» letter says. 
“From one 
sWp we had observation of the north 
and northeast. 
They came out 011 a 
wonderfully clear day in two columns 
across a wheat field. We could see the 
two twin brown columns advancing in 
perfect order until two-thirds of the 
columns, we judged, were in sight. 


Foe Slowed Up by Shrapnel. 


“The rillo mid machine gun fire was 
incessant and, overhead, shrapnel was 
bursting. Then the shrapnel came 011 
the target at each shot. 
The while 
patches would roll away, and we could 
see that some of the columns were still 
there, slowed up, and it seemed perfect 
suicide for them to try. 


“Then, under that deadly fire and a 
barrage of rifle and machine-gun fire, 
the Boche stopped. 
It was too much 
for any men. 


“That men should fire deliberately, 
and use their sights und adjust their 
range,” he says, “was beyond their ex- 
per Ience. 
It must have had a telling 
effect on the morale of the Roche, for 
It was something they had not counted 
on. As a matter of fact, after pushing 
back the weakened French and then 
running up against a stone wall of de­ 
fense, they were literally ‘up in the 
air’ and more than stopped. We found 
that out later from prisoners, for the 
Germans never knew we were in the 
front line when they made that at­ 
tack. 
They were absolutely mystified 
at the manner in which the dofen.se 
stiffened up, until they found that our 
troops were in line.*' 


The letter tells in detail of the days 
of fighting that followed. It describe-; 
a daylight charge against a machine 
gun host and of scouting raids up to 
June (», when the whole brigade swung 


alive with enemy machine guns. That 
night word came back that Robertson, 
with 20 men of the Ninety-sixth com- j

“Dental Surgeon Osborne picked up 
Duncan and with a hospital corps man 
had just gained some shelter when a 
si 1 ell wiped all three out,“ 


Private Dunlavy, killed later, cap­ 
tured an enemy machine gun in Bour- 
csohes, which he turned on the foe 
with great effect, while at another 
point “Young Timmerman charged a 
machine gun at the point of the bayo­ 
net and sent in 17 prisoners at a clip.“ 
_Whon the enemy made a stand at 
one point in the woods Sibley’s bat­ 
talion was withdrawn and for an hour 


Hughes, with the Tenth company, then 
went in, and his first message was 
that the wood had been cut to mince* 
meat. 
Overton, leading the Seventy- 
sixth company, finally charged the 
rock plateau, killing or capturing every 
gunner and capturing all the 
guns, 
with few casualties. 


The Eighty-second company lost all 
its officers, and Major Sibley and his 
adjutant, Lieutenant Ballamy, reorgan­ 
ized it under fire and charged a ma­ 
chine gun nest at the most critical time 
in all the fighting. 


“I wonder if ever an out fit,” the let­ 
ter said, “went up against a more des­ 
perate job, stuck to it gamely, with­ 
out sleep, at times on short rations, 
with men and officers going oft like 
files, and I wonder if in all our long 
list of gallant deeds there ever were 
two better stunts than the work of Sib­ 
ley and Holcomb.“ 


Spy Rounded Up 


The big average height of the teen drafted Into the United State« army 
Is being widely commented upon in the press, and It appears that the facts 
justify the favorable remarks being made, pays a writer in Montreal Gazette. 
Records of the quartermaster's office show that the Americans who are don* 
ning the army uniform today are bigger than the men who fought In former 
wars. The size most in demand for the standard army shoe in the past was 7E, 
while the average size of the marching shoe today is 8 ^ D and that of the 
field or trench shoo 9E. Two styles are issued, for It has been found by 
experiment that soldiers require a larger «hoe for the trenches, It being 
necessary to wear two pairs of socks at a time in cold wet weather. 
Sim­ 
ilarly, the present-day American soldier has to be provided with a size larger 
than his predecessor in coats, fdilrts and breeches. 
He is a bigger man all 
around, which is decidedly satisfactory from the national point of view. 


Events in other belligerent lands since the war began have served to 
prove that men generally are as strong physically and morally as ever they 
were in history. 
The long campaign in the trenches in Europe 1ms put the 
soldiers to a greater test than the fighting men of the past wore submitted to 
in the worst of the numerous old wars. They have stood that tost, and the 
hundreds of thousands who survive the cannon’s blast and the rifle’s bullet 
will emerge physically fine specimens of manhood. 


It is not necessary *to look to the United States or over to Europe to see 
that the human race has not deteriorated. 
Canada is a small nation com­ 
pared with its tremendous neighbor and with other alKes. It had a population 
at the census of 1911 of 7,200,000, about half ofi^whoin are males. Out of the 
young men part of this total 500.000 men have measured up to the severe 
medical test of the army, and some tens of thousands of others have boon 
examined and rejected for minor defects that do not interfere with their life 
as civilians, and do not threaten to shorten their days appreciably. The men 
who were taken to the field of war have lived In the open, through the heat 
of summer and the cold and snow and wet of winter, and the thunder of 
» guns has been constantly in their ears. 


The stress of the deadliest warfare has not broken their spirit, and they 
stand ready today to face attack from a powerful enemy and to deliver it in 
returu. In view of these facts, the little bodies cf gloomy and narrow-minded 
persons who meet periodically and resolve that the race is degenerating 
physically and morally should rest from their croaking for the time being. 
Actual conditions are confounding their slanderous assertions. 
The race is, 
stronger today than ever.

Sensations of an Airplane 
Man Detailed as to Thrills 
Experienced at Dizzy Height 


The trials for my military brevet 
were far the most interesting thing I 
have done in aviation. On finishing 
the 60-horse power Blériot class, I was 
told th at'I w ould have to do my brevet 
work on a small Cauldron biplane, t f 
there were no Blerlots available, writes 
Nordholt in Atlantic Monthly. 


Off she went with a roar, all ten cyl­ 
inders firing perfectly, so I motioned 
the mechanic to pull out the blocks 
from before the wheels. A quick rush 
and a turn headed me Into the wind, 
and the next moment the starter’s arm 
shot forward. 


Old 2S87 is a bully bus. I was off 
the ground and heading up In forty 
yards. 
It was rather an occasion for 
a beginner who had never before flown 
over 2,500 feet. The little Cauldrons, of 
course, are not high-powered, but sh® 
climbed splendidly. Ih ten minutes I 
was circling over the camps at 3,800 
foot and in twenty I had reached 6,000t 
just under the roof of the clouds. There 
was only one blue hole through, so up 
this funnel I climbed In decreasing cir­ 
cles, till I finally burst out Into the 
gorgeous upper sunlight. 


At 8,000 feet I began to float about 
in a world of utter celestial loneliness 
—dazzling pure sun, like the water of 
a coral atoll, and beneath me a billowy 
sea of clouds, stretching away to In­ 
finity. 
Here and there, from 
tho 
cloudy prairies great fantastic moun* 
tain ranges reared themselves; foot 
hills and long divides, vast snowy 
peaks, impalpable sisters of Orizaba 
or Chimborazo, and deep gorges, ever 
narrowing, 
widening 
or 
deepening, 
across whose shadowy depths drovd 
ribbons of thin gray mist. 


Once, as I was sailing over a broad 
canyon, I saw far off in the south a 
dark moving dot and knew with a sud­ 
den thrill that another man like my­ 
self, astride his gaunt buzzing bfrd, was 
exploring and marveling at this upper 
dream, world.

New Seed Oils Will Supply 
Valuable Food, Tests Made 
By Government Have Proved 


In experiments to determine the di­ 
gestibility of oils made from corn, soy 
beans, sunflower seeds, Japanese mus­ 
tard seed, rape seed, and charlock seed 
—oils not now commonly in use—the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture found that they are well assimi­ 
lated, and in value compare favorably 
with other vegetable oils. 


These digestion experiments, report­ 
ed In Bulletin 687 published by the de­ 
partment, are a part of the series 
which is being conducted by the de­ 
partment to determine the digestibil­ 
ity of various foods. During the test 
period (three days) in which the -oils 
referred to constituted practically the 
entire sources of fat, the subjects ate 
on an average of 5S to 90 grams per 
day, and did not report any ill effects. 
To judge by their digestibility these 
oils, according to the bulletin, should 
prove satisfactory sources of fat for 
the dietary.

An amendment to section one of article 
nine of the Constitution of Pennsylva« 
nia, relating to taxation.

All taxes shall bo uniform, upon the 
same class of subjects, within the terri­ 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall be levied and collected 
under general laws, and the subjects of 
of taxation may be classified for the pur­ 
pose of levying graded or progressive 
taxes; but tho General Assembly m ayff 
by general laws, exempt from taxation 
public property used for public purposes, 
actual places of religious worship, places 
of burial not used or held for private or 
corporate profit, and Institutions of pure­ 
ly public charity. 


Section 2. 
Said proposed amendment 
shall be submitted to the qualified elect­ 
ors of the State, at the general election 
to be held on Tuesday next following the 
first Monday of November In the year 
nineteen hundred and nineteen, for the 
purpose of deciding upon the approval 
and ratification or the rejection of said 
amendment. Said election shall be open­ 
ed, held and closed upon said election 
day, at the places and within the hours 
at and within which »aid election U di­ 
rected to be opened, held and closed, and 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
laws of Pennsylvania governing e!ectlon»v 
and amendments thereto.

shall in all respects conform to the re­ 
quirement of such laws.

Durand, Ml ch.--An eye-witness ac­ 
count of an attack by throe submarines 
on the United States transport Le­ 
viathan and the destruction ol* two of 
the U-boats by United States destroy­ 
ers, is contained in a letter from C’apt. 
Charles A. Hannon of this city to his 
son, Sergt. Carl A. Harmon, at Camp 
Custer. 
The Leviathan, formerly the 
Gorman Va tori and, is the largest vessel 
ailoat and was seized by the United 
State» when this country entered the 
war. 


Captain Harmon is in the motor me­ 
chanics division o,f the aviation corps, 
now safely in France, while his son 
is a member of the ambulance com­ 
pany. 


The Leviathan carried 10,000 soldiers 
on that particular trip and every pre­ 
caution of camouHage and zigzag nav­ 
igation was employed to protect it 
from the submarines, since the Ger­ 
man government is said to have offered 


a fortune and great honors to the com­ 
mander and crew of the U-boat that 
«succeeds in sinking it. 


All Obey Orders.

New York.—War has wrought many 
and varied changes in 
Wall 
street 
ways. The adjustment of the financial 
j district and its army of workers' to 
the new order of things ushered in 
by the entrance of the United States 
into the war* has gone ahead steadily 
and is still progressing. 
The process 
will go on until peace comes and per­ 
haps thereafter. 
Hanks, foreign ex­ 
change, the security and commodity 
markets, have all felt the hand of the 
war god in varying degree, and the 
changes that have taken place in busi­ 
ness methods and 
customs 
In 
the 
street would surprise the Wall street 
frequenter of five or ten years ago. 


Probably one of the most interest­ 
ing developments in the financial dis­ 
trict since our entrance Into the war 
has been the attempt made by the 
market authorities to put the ban on 
the rumor-monger. 
In normal times 
the most gossipy place In the coun­ 
try is to be found right in the finan­ 
cial district where a rumor is born 
every 
minute. 
Millions 
of 
dollars 
have been made and lost in Wall 
street on the circulation of rumors. 
There have been times 
when 
wild 
stories were deliberately concocted for 
stock market purposes. 


Unprecedented on Street. 


Dame 1 tumor lately, however, has 
been taken in hand by the officials of 
the New York stock exchangp and 
the New York cotton exchange, and 
while she is still to he found at: large, 
her activities have been much 
re­ 
stricted. 
On the stock exchange the 
governors 
recently 
adopted 
resolu­ 
tions to the effect that “the circula­ 
tion in any manner of rumors of a 
sensational character by members of 
the exchange or their firms will be 
deemed an act detrimental to the in­ 
terest and welfare of the exchange. 


Similar resolutions were adopted by 
the cotton exchange governing board 
after there had occurred a tremendous 
slump in cotton prices ascribed partly 


to rumors sot afloat that the 
mont intended to fix the price of cot­ 
ton. 


The effort being made to stop ru­ 
mor spreading is now and has never 
boon done before. 
It has been ef­ 
fective to a degree, although it did 
not prevent the flotation of a rumor 
that the German crown prince and 
40,000 men had been captured by the 
allies. This rumor started the rounds 
shortly after the opening of the stock 
market And later when it came baci 
to the exchange the total bag of Teu­ 
tons had reached SO,000. 


Curiously enough during the recent 
visitation of German submarines to 
these shores the rumor factory was 
comparatively 
Idle, the 
only story 
emanating from that quarter being a 
rumor that six German submarines 
wore lying to off Atlantic City get 
ting ready, to bombard the resort 
Since the various exchanges banned 
the dissemination of rumors theii 
point of origin lias been carefully con 
coaled so that it is next to impossi­ 
ble nowadays to run them down at 
their source. 


Curb on Wild Stories. 


The 
German 
kaiser, 
who 
must 
yield the palm only to 
the crown 
prince in the number of times he has 
been killed in this war, has been killed 
on the stock exchange time and time 
again since 1014. 
On other occasions 
he has died a natural death from a 
strange malady. There was a time 
when the death of the kaiser meant 
to Wall street the end of the wor so 
that rumors of this character were 
often put out with a view to Influenc­ 
ing tbo course of market prices. But 
since the exchange 
banned 
rumor­ 
mongering the kaiser has not been 
“killed” once in the financial district 


In the markets of 1015 and 1910 re­ 
ports of war orders placed with in­ 
dustrial companies filled Wall street 
for months. 
Some 
of 
the 
rumors 
proved to be true, whereas 
others 
wore made out of whole cloth. 
Peri­ 
odically there came also rumors of 
peace proposals wiiJ^i on a number of 
occasions exerted an important in­ 
fluence on stock market prices. 
The 
most 
frequently 
appearing 
reports 
have been thote of vessels sunk at 
sea. 


It would of course bo too much to 
say that the exchange authorities have 
effectively checked rumors spreading 
by their recent action, although un­ 
doubtedly 
the 
tendency 
is 
toward 
suppressing wild stories that might 
be harmful both to sentiment and to 
market values.

But for our own projection, you owe 
it to us to proceed on your journey 
as best you can without it because as 
long as you have it in your pos^< 
you jeopardize our lives, too. 
Don’t 
you think it is fairer that you should 
risk your own safety rather than place 
the lives of three innocent men in 
danger?’’ 


“That may be as it is, my friends," 
I retorted, “and I am glad* you realize 
your danger. 
Keep it in mind, for in 
case any of you should happen to feel 
inclined to notify the German authori­ 
ties that I am in this part of the coun­ 
try, think it over before you do so. 
Remember always that if the Germans 
get me, they get the passport, too, and 
if they get the passport your lives 
won’t be worth a damn! 
When I tell 
the history of that ylever little pieco 
of pasteboard, I will implicate all three 
of you, and whoever is working with 
you,, and as I anj an officer I rather 
think my word will be taken before 
yours. Good night!” 


Tin* bluff evidently worked, because 
I w'ns able to get out of the city with­ 
out molestation from the Germans. 


I have never seen these men since. 
I hopo I never shall, because I am 
afraid 1 might be tempted to do some* 
thing for which I might otherwise bo 
sorry. 


I do not mean to imply that all Bel* 
gians are like this. 
I hqd evidently 
fallen Into the hands of a gang who 
were endeavoring to make capital out 
of the misfortunes of those who were 
referred to them for help. In all coun­ 
tries there are bad as well as good, 
and in a country which has suffered so 
much as pour Belgium it is no wonder 
if some of the survivors have lost their 
sense of moral perspective, 


I know that the average poor peas­ 
ant in Belgium would divide his scanty 
rations with a needy fugitive sooner 
than a wealthy Belgian would doia 
out a morsel from his comparatively 
well-stocked larder. Perhaps the poor 
have less to lose than the rich if their 
generosity or charity is discovered by 
the Iluns, 


There have been many Belgians shot 
for helping escaped prisoners and other 
fugitives, and it is not to be wondered 
at that they are willing to take as few 
chances as possible. 
A man with a 
family, especially, does not feel jus­ 
tified in helping a stranger wiien he 
knows that he and his whole family 
may be shot or sent to prison' for their 
pains. 


Although I suffered much from the 
attitude of Jluyhger and his associates, 
I suppose I ought to hold no grudgo 
against them in view of the unenviaOla 
predicament in which 
they are 1# 
themselves.
